Eleven Jiggermem Quit Work After 


a Talk With the Proprie­ 


tor of the Plant.

The Trenton Times’ account of the 
strike at the Mercer pottery there, is 
as follows: 
Eleven jiggermen in the employ of 
the Mercer Pottery company, laid down 
their tools this morning and went out 
Of the plant, refusing to work any 
more until a new wage scale was 
adopted. 
The Jiggermen held a meeting in 
their department early this morning, 
Alfred Croot acting as chairman. While 
the meeting was still in session James 
Moses, sole owner of the Mercer plant, 
came through the department and was 
■topped by the men and asked what 
he was going to do about it. He re­ 
plied that he thought the matter was 
In the hands of a joint, committee, rep­ 
resenting the employes and the manu­ 
facturers, and therefore, he had noth­ 
ing to say to them, as the whole thing 
was with the committee. 
The jiggermen replied 
that 
they 
wanted the matter settled now', and 
if it was not they would not do any­ 
thing until it was. This settled the 
question at this time and a few min­ 
utes later the men went out. 
Charles Howell Cook, of the Tren­ 
ton Potteries company, stated 
to 
a 
Times reporter that everything 
was 
working smoothly in all the plants tin­ 
der the control of his company, and 
that in his opinion no action would 
be taken by the men before the first 
full payment of the month was made 
next month. 
Other manufacturers in 
the city 
made statements similar to that 
of 
Mr. Cook, and In almost

stance the opinion was expressed that 
the wage question would amicably be 
settled.

A peculiar turn has occurred in the 
bricklayers’ strike, and if reports be 
true, the executive com m ittee of the 
International Union of Bricklayers and 
Masons may request the strikers to 
return to work. 
The executive com­ 
m ittee. when the facts of the strike 
were made know’n, it is said, notified 
the local union that the strike was un­ 
constitutional. as they had no right to 
make two demands at the same time. 
The workmen asked for an increase in • 
w ages from 45 to 50 cents an hour and j 
a reduction in the hours from 9 hours j 
to 8. 
The executive board states the 
laws of the union have been violated. 
This morning a reporter called at 
the residence of Jam es Larcombe.pres­ 
ident of the local union, but he was 
not at home. 
The above statem ents, 
however, were made by several mem­ 
bers of the union who reside here. 
A member of the union last even­ 
ing said: “When the local was formed 
last October the scale was fixed at 45 
J cents an hour. 
Soon afterwards the 
wages of the men employed by Ed. 
' Cook were advanced from $3.50 to $4 
j a day. 
This caused 
an 
ill feeling 
among the 
men employed by other 
i contractors, and for that reason these 
i men wanted to cripple Mr. Cook and 
fathered the strike.”

London, May 3.—The immediate ob­ 
jective of l/>rd Roberts is to establish a 
line of British posts from one frontier of 
the Free State to the other at right 
angles with the railway line, thus pre- 
venting Bott raids southward. 
It is essential therefore that the Boers 
rho ff, be expelled from the rugged 
Tim tm N ’Chn district and be forced to 
reno- to Ladybrand. 
As the result of the desultory firing 
Monday and Tuesday the Boers were 
pushed hack a few miles, but nothing 
decisive appears to have been yet at­ 
tained. 
The Boers continue to follow their 
harrassing tactics. 
I reparations for ail advance continue 
at Kimberley. 
Sir Alfred Milner has 
written to the mayor of Kimberley, as­ 
suring him that t in* relief of Mafeking 
has not ceased to occupy His attention 
and that of the military authorities,and 
that nothing w ill In* left undone to raise 
tho siege at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment. 
A corr**SJH indent at Loureuzo^ argues 
cabled Tuesday that a large part of the 
Investing force at Mafeking had been 
withdrawn.

Friends 
of Aguinaldo^ wife assert that she has 
heard nothing from him since they 
parted. 
Mie is iii a delicate condition aud 
nearly prostrated with worry. There­ 
fore she has not been informed of the 
death of her child and thinks it is with 
friends at Bacoor. 
The sultan of Sula, with a retinue, in­ 
cluding several of his wives, has sailed 
for Singapore, ostensibly on a religions 
mission. 
A Hongkong dispatch to a 
Manila paper says the'sultan has gone 
to Singapore in order to protest to the 
British against the Americans estab­ 
lishing a tariff against im ports,claiming 
that it is a violation of the treaty of 
1877 between Spain, Great Britain and 
Germany, the hitter guaranteeing the 
Sulu islands free trade, whereas the 
Americans have established 
a tariff 
nearly doubling the prices of tobacco, 
rice and the Sula staples of life*, most of 
which are imported from Singapore. 
The Filipino crew of the steamship 
Escauo recently mutinied in the channel 
between Cebu and Leyte and kill<*d the 
captain, the mate and fbi* owner, Senor 
Escauo, aud his son with knives af ter a 
desperate straggle. The mutineers then 
scuttled the ship and escaped to the 
Leyte mountains with $28,000. 
Further details of the fighting at Cat- 
ubig show that the American loss was 
20 killed. The Americans were quar­ 
tered in the Catubig church, which the 
enemy, numbering 
several hundred 
men, surrounded and fiercely attacked. 
The Americans fonght for two days and 
then the rebels managed to ignite the 
roof of the church and it burned away 
and finally fell down upon those inside 
the edifice. The walls remained intact, 
however, and were used as a shelter by 
the besieged Americans for three days 
longer, the enemy attacking the build­ 
ing on all sides at once. 
The Americans continued firing from 
Hic windows and doors of the church 
aud did great execution among the Fili­ 
pinos. 
It is estimated that over 200 of 
the latter were killed,many dead bodies 
being removed from the scene of the 
fighting. 
After five days’ resistance by the 
Americans a lieutenant aud eight men 
arrived from Lai tan aud engaged the be­ 
siegers, who thereupon retired. 
The ten survivors wen* without food; 
had little ammunition and were physi- 
<'ally exhausted when relieved.

Murray, keeper of the department of 
botany iu the British museum, when 
questioned regarding the reported re­ 
discovery, after being lost for more than 
900 years, of letters alleged to have 
passed between Christ and King Agrip- 
pa and to have been carved iii stone 
over the gateway of the palace of the 
kings el Ephesus. said in part; 
“ There isnodoubt that the inscrip­ 
tion found at Ephesus is a genuine pro- 
duetiou of the tilth century. Beyond 
that nothing definite can be said, except 
that it is in the nature of a corrobora­ 
tion oi me Syrian writings of the sec­ 
ond eeuturv, uisc* *vei\*d u few years ann. 


relating to alleged messages between 
Christ aud Agrippa. 
“Certain Syrian documents, dated in 
the vear 200 A. D., and giving almost 
the same letters, have long been sus­ 
pected of being literary forgeries. 
The 
discovery of the stone tends to relieve 
this sui pion in and makes it tolerably cer­ 
tain that, as early as the second century, 
news of Christ’s miracles had spread to 
heathen countries and that the early 
Christians behoved that Agrippa asked 
Christ to come to heal him and that 
Christ replied. 
“The alleged answer is almost a para­ 
phrase of much that is found in the 
New Testament. 
Whether it wa.- actu­ 
ally sent or was the result of a continu­ 
ing tradition, transferred from papyrus 
to stone, is a question opening too wide 
a field for mere archaeologist. Many 
points in Prof. Heberdy’s discovery, 
however, are most important.”

Manila paper says the* sultan has gone 
to Si 11 ga [x>re iii order to protest to the 
British against the Americans estab­ 
lishing a tariff against imports,claiming 
that it is a violation of the treaty of 
IST? between Spain, Great Britain and 
Germany, rho latter guaranteeing the 
Sulu islands free trade, whereas the

The Filipino crew of the steamship 
Kseano recently mutinied iii the channel 
between Celm and Leyte and killed the 
captain, the mate and the owner, Senor 
Eseano, and his son with knives after a 
desiderate straggle. The mutineers then 
scuttled the ship and escaped to the 
Leyte mountains with $28,OW. 
Further details of the fighting at Cat- 
ubig show that the American loss was 
20 killed. 
The Americans were quar­ 
tered in the Catubig church, which the 
enemy, numbering 
several 
hundred 
men, surrounded and fiercely attacked. 
The Americans fought for two days and 
then the rebels managed to ignite the 
roof of the church and it burned away 
aud finally fell down upon those inside 
the edifice. 
The walls remained intact, 
however, and were used as a shelter by 
the besieged Americans for three days 
longer, the enemy attacking the build­ 
ing on all sides at once. 
The Americans continued firing from 
tie* windows and doors of the church 
aud did great execution among the Fili­ 
pinos. 
It is estimated that over 200 of 
i he latter were killed, many dead bodies 
being removed from the scene of the 
fighting. 
After five days’ resistance by the 
Americans a lieutenant aud eight men 
arrived from Laoan aud engaged the be­ 
siegers, who thereupon retired. 
The ten survivors wen* without food; 
had little ammunition and were physi­ 
cally exhausted when relieved.
